withdraw the services of 
the teachers before or dur- 
ing the forthcoming school 
term by giving each school 
board at least two working 
days notice. 

The school boards in re- 
jecting the Conciliation 
Commissioner's Recomm- 
endation have taken a posi- 
tion which they are prepared 
to justify to their local com- 
munity, 

Any interested ratepayer 
may obtain a copy of the 
position (including the rele- 
vant costs involved) that is 
acceptable to the school 
boards simply by requeste 
ing it from the school board 
office of the jurisdiction in 
which he resides. 

The school boards which 
are represented in bargain- 
ing by the North-Central 
Alberta School Authorities 
Association unanimously 
rejected a Conciliation 
Commissioner Recommen- 
dation which was handed 
down in late April. 

The major objections of 
the school boards were on 
the recommendations con- 
cerning monetary issues and 
teacher working conditions. 
The teachers accepted the 
Conciliation Commission- 
ers Recommendation by a 
large majority. 

Subse quent to the rejec- 
tion of the Conciliation Com- 
missioner’s Recommenda- 
tion, the representatives of 
the school boards met with 


the teachers, in the pre- 


sence of a government med- 
iator to express their con- 
cern on those matters which 
they found objectionable, 
They clearly indicated 
that they were prepared to 
continue discussions and to 
negotiate on several of the 
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issues remaining in the dis- 
pute, The ATA representa- 
tives took a most rigid posi- 
tion by stating they were not 
prepared nor did they have 
the authority to recommend 
anything different from the 
Conciliation Commission- 
er’s Recommendation to the 
teachers, 

With this attitude, the 
school board representa- 
tives found it impossible to 
have any meaningful dis- 
cussions with the teachers 
bargaining team, School 
boards are of the view that 
the teachers are threaten- 
ing strike action as a tactic 
to achieve their own per- 
sonal goals with little re- 
gard for the educational 
needs of the students. 

The school boards repre- 
sentatives also feel that so 
long as the ATA continues 
in its rigid attitude of un- 
willingness to move to a 
position other than those 
specified in the Concilia- 
tion Commissioner's Re- 
commendation, further dis- 
cussions would be fruitless, 
They, however, stand ready 
for further talks whever the 
teachers indicate a willing- 
ness to carry on serious

family: New Canadians 


What makes a well established, affluent Dutch family 
decide to pull up its roots and move to Canada? 

“IT guess you could say that we just got to the point 
where we, as afamily, stopped and evaluated the situation, 
We all enjoy the outdoors, love nature and we came to 
the conclusion that in tiny, overcrowded Holland with 
{ts 13 million people there is no longer available the 
space for living which we value above anything else,’’ 


So on April 28 the Van 
Leeuwen family, Gerard, 
his wife Nellie and sons 
John, 15, and Bill, 17, said 
goodbye to their many 
friends and relations at 
Amsterdam’s Schiphol air- 
port and set out for a new 
life in Canada, 

“The idea of emigrating 
had been with us for many 
years,’’ says Gerard Van 
Leeuwen, who, like his wife 
and sons has little trouble 
expressing himself in the 
English language. ‘We pro- 
bably always knew in the 
back of our minds that we 
would be leaving Holland 
sooner or later,’’ 

And when Mr, and Mrs, 
Van Leeuwen visited Ger- 
ard’s brother in St, Albert 
last summer, that was when 
they made up their minds, 
‘When we saw the vastness 
of this young land, we knew 
this was for us,’’ Gerard 
says. 

‘‘We were probably better 
prepared for emigration 
than most people,’’ admits 
Mr, Van Leeuwen, ‘‘ My bro- 
ther came to Canada 16 
years ago, we correspon- 
ded regularly and for the 
past several years he had 
been sending us the Edmon- 
ton newspaper, "’ 

“T was fully aware of the 
economic situation and rea- 
lize that at my age (he is 
45) it isn’t easy to start all 
over again,’’ 

Gerard left behind asucce 
essful career in sales, a 
large home, car and all 
conveniences, People in 
Holland are enjoying ahigh- 
er standard of living today 
than ever before and govern- 
ment pensions, family 
allowances and other bene- 
fits are excellent, 

‘‘But I am convinced that 
opportunities here are more 
plentiful, certainly for our 
boys.’’ Mrs, Van Leeuwen 
adds that young, engaged 
couples in Holland in many 
instances have to wait for 
several years before they 
are allocated adwelling, The 
housing shortage is acute, 
“If a young couple can’t 
afford to build, they runinto 
a lot of trouble,’’ 

John Van Leeuwen finish- 
ed grade nine last month, 
and will be going to Paul 


Kane in September, “if I 
pass, that is,’’ He had three 
years of English instruction 
at school in Rotterdam, but 
agrees that ‘school Eng- 
lish’’ isn’t too useful. 
“People here speak differ- 
ently,’’ he finds, ‘‘Maybe 
faster and they don’t always 
clearly enunciate each 
word,"’ Interested in photo- 
graphy and classical music, 
he is looking forward to per= 
haps joining a band in the 
area, 

“*You know,’ he says, in- 
credously, ‘‘people don’t 
push and shove here,’’ The 
whole family is amazed at 
the way Canadians line up 
and calmly await their turn, 
**One day we watched a group 
of young people line up at 
a school bus stop,’’ says 
Gerard, ‘‘The girls got on 
first, there was no crush 
and the bus pulled away in 
very short time.’’ Hollan- 
ders tend to use their el- 
bows a lot! 

‘The clerks in the stores 
are very polite and helpful 
here,’’ Nellie Van Leeuwen 
adds, ‘‘In Holland you are 
lucky if you can get a shop 
girl to wait on you,’’ She, 
too, is very much impress- 
ed with the friendly, relax- 
ed Canadian way of life, 

The eldest son, Bill, will 
be attending grade eleven 
at Paul Kane next term, He 
wants to go on to univer- 
sity, He agrees with his 
brother that the kids at 
School have gone out of their 
way to help them. 

Eager to become one of 
the crowd he attended Paul 
Kane’s_ graduation dance 
shortly after he enrolled 
at the school, Did he enjoy 
it? ‘‘Yes,’’ he grins, ‘‘there 
were more girls than boys,’’ 

Reaction from their 
friends and relatives to the 
Van Leeuwen’s announce- 
ment that they were moving 
to Canada was ‘‘very 
mixed,’’ says Mrs. Van 
Leeuwen, ‘The phone would 
ring, and it would be one of 
our acquaintances saying: 
I've just heard the news, 
wish we were going, too, I 
wish I were in your shoes, 
Then, 10 minutes later, the 
phone would ring again, and 
this time it would be some- 
one telling us we were ab- 
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solutely crazy to even con- 
sider such a thing,’’ 

‘When Nellie and I came 
back from our eight week 
visit here last summer, the 
boys were waiting for us at 
the airport, and as soon as 
they saw us, they shouted: 
Dad, are we going?’’, re- 
members Gerard, 


“I told them, we don’t 


know yet exactly when, but, 
yes, we are going.”’ it took 
some doing, though. The 
family had several appoint- 
ments at the Canadian emi- 
gration offices at the Hague, 
filled in endless forms and 
“there were a lot of loose 
ends to tie up,’’ 

Agonizing decisions had to 
be made as to what to take 
and what to leave behind. 


"You accummulate a lot of 
Stuff in 20 years of marr- 
lage,’’ says Nellie, They 
had just re-furnished their 
entire home, ‘But we 
couldn’t take it with us,’’ 

The Van Leeuwen’s lived 
in a comfortable home on the 
outskirts of Rotterdam, 
“The boys went sailing al- 
most every weekend on 
nearby lakes and we spent 


as much time as possible in 
the countryside,’’ said Ger- 
ard, 

‘There was one place in 
particular we had been going 
to for years, This placewas 
about 85 kilometers away. 
I remember 10 years ago 
it used to take us one hour 
to drive there; now you are 
lucky if you can make it in 
three,’’ Traffic is getting 
impossible in Helland, 
“There's people, people 
everywhere,’ 

The family loves the 
mountains and for the past 
several years spent their 
vacations in Austria and 
Switzerland, “Now we went 
to Jasper when I had two 
days off for Dominion Day, 
and we enjoyed it very 
much,’’ They saw a good 
variety of wildlife during 
their two days in the Rock- 
ies and Gerard proudly 
showed some excellent 


photographs of Athabasca 
Falls, a close-up of a bear 
and several other good 
Shots, He and his sons do 
their own darkroom work, 

‘‘When we came here, my 
brother touk us house-hunt- 
ing all over Edmonton, but 
when it came time to de- 
cide, we wanted to live in 
St. Albert,’’ Mr, Van Leeu- 
wen said, obviously very 
pleased with the quiet surr- 
oundings, 

The family lives ina 
bright apartment, attract- 
ively furnished, at 11 Marion 
Crescent, Gerard works at 
Western Cycle and Hard- 
ware and drives to and from 
work in his 1966 Ford, 

“I sure filled in a lot of 
applications,’’ he says, 
commenting on his job hunt- 
ing experiences, ‘‘I guess 
rather than tell you: no, 
there is no work, they ask 
you to fill tn a card and then 
file it away somewhere,"’ 

Gerard Van Leeuwen 
would be the first to agree 
that his family has gotten 
off to a good start in their

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REFLECTS 


Perhaps it began with the famed ‘*Kennedy’’ presidential 
campaigns, but in any event politicians and journalists 
have been making a considerable amount of noise in 
recent years over the phrase (now becoming a household 
word) = “participatory democracy,"’ 


Oddly enough the politicians who make the least noise 
about it, are the ones actually doing the most to make it 
work, They are the men in local municipal governments, 
both those elected and those on staff, Many are the tele- 
phone calls at all hours of the day and night that these 
people handle, And great is the variety of problems they 
are presented with by these calls, 


Delegations are with them weekly, together with letters 
and petitions, from people who either want some special 
consideration or wish to oppose some action or policy, 
There is a firm basic two-way understanding between 
the local governments and their electors, who know each 
other better than is the case at provincial and federal 


levels of government. 


However there is a weakness effective participatory 
democracy on the side of the citizens at large, In the 
main they do not participate until there is a problem 
in their own back yard, The people in Braeside are 
apathetic to the petitioner on a Grandin matter, as is 
true of those in Division 4 of MD Sturgeon on matters 
of concern to people in Division one, 


This kind of apathy is far more marked at provincial and 
federal levels however, and if these senior governments 
are truly anxious to make participatory democracy work, 
they should immediately recognize municipal govern- 
ments on an equal partnership basis, They have been 
asked to do so by the Canadian Federation of Mayors and 
Municipalities meeting recently in Saskatoon, 


If such action is not taken by governments at the provin- 
cial and federal levels, the public will realize that all 
their talk about participatory democracy is indeed only 


“noise."’

and medium sized opera- 
tions,’’ 

“Tf the increase in farm 
land values 
generally in Alberta con- 
tinues despite the reduction 
in net farm income, the son 
would quite probably under 
the new federal tax propos- 
als be forced to sell the farm 
to raise the cash to pay the 
capital gains tax. Similarly 
a family business that re- 
invests its profits as it gen- 
erally needs to do over a 
period of years could be 
faced with a similar forced 
sale,’’ 

“‘An Income Tax Adjust- 
ment Act containing capital 
gains rebate provisions, 
should prove to be an effec- 
tive vehicle to offset these 
undesirable consequences, 
The exact degree of the 
effectiveness of this mea- 
sure will depend upon the 
ultimate revisions in the 
revised federal-provincial 
tax sharing negotiations and 
capital gains tax revenue 
sharing in particular, These 
will not be determined for
